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L. During the last parlianentary ciecvLons Lt appeared that 
in a number of places, particularly in Lower Austria, the 
dommunist Party of AuStria polled less votes than i% had 
registered members. this was particularly noted in Sf. 
POLLTEN, where, in early Angust 1949; the Conmunist 
Party of Austria cclebrated the reJistration of its 
5000th member,while only a few over 3000. votes were given 
to the Party fn the elections. 


2. On the day after the parliamentary elections, Pritaz BICKuL, 
secretary of the Yorarlberg provincial board, said one 
cannot even be sure that all the nominecs of the Conzunist 
Party of Austria voted for themselves. As an illustration 
that Communist fellow travellers fviled to vote for the 
Communist Party, BICKSL said that in his ward on Riedore 
gasse in BkaguhZ, where only eleven votes were given for the 
left-wing bleck, considerably more than eleven persons 
appeared on the day preceding the election to procure voting 
papers as conspicuously as pos.iblz in order to be able to say 
they had voted for the Conmunis t Party nad the party been 
successful. iatthias THALER, a Coumunist functionary in 
BUEGENZ ~ VORKLOGTSR, declared that. in his opinion, even 
confirmed Communists did not vote for the Party. He was 
now trying to learn whieh followers of the left-wing block 
ned actually voted for this block. 


3, Ludwig SZILAGYI, district secrotary of the Comnunist Party 
of Austria in PaLDSLacH, said at the BRSGENZ Provincial 
Board on 28 October 1949. that 236 employees of the Central 
Comaittee of the Communist Party in VIENNA were resistercd 
for the workers’ councils elections. As only 166 of them 
voted for the left wing block on <3 and 24 October 1949, 70 
employees of the VIUNNA C. tral Committee must evidently 
be non-Comuunists. ‘the central Conmmittes ia said to nave 
started a check of its omployees. 
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
